1. DURING DISCUSSIONS ON UN STRATEGY MAY 28 WITH 
AMBASSADOR (REFTEL) FONMIN KIM TONG-CHO CONVEYED 
WRITTEN NOTES CONCERNING ROK PROPOSALS FOR 

UN TACTICS AND TIMING. 

2. NOTES ASSERT THAT ROK WILL SEEK NEW CO-SPONSORS FOR 
UNGA RESOLUTION IN ADDITION TO THOSE WHICH HAD SPONSORED 
RESOLUTION 3333 LAST YEAR. THESE ARE: BELGIUM, GREECE, 
LUXEMBOURG, AUSTRALIA, HONDURAS, BRAZIL, FRANCE, IVORY COAST, 
SWAZILAND, MOROCCO AND SAUDI ARABIA. 

3. ROKG PROPOSES INITIAL CONSULTATIONS ON UNSC ACTION WITH 
MAJOR PROSPECTIVE SPONSORING COUNTRIES (UK, JAPAN, CANADA, NEW 
ZEALAND, NETHERLANDS, FRG, PHILIPPINES, FRANCE, BELGIUM AND 
THAILAND) WOULD TAKE PLACE IN LATE MAY OR EARLY JUNE. MOST 
CONTACTS ARE TO BE UNDERTAKEN INITIALLY BY USG ON BILATERAL 
BASIS, WITH ROK CONTACTS TO FOLLOW. IN THE CASE OF 

FRANCE AND THAILAND, ROK WOULD UNDERTAKE INITIAL CONTACTS. 
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COUNTRIES AS APPROPRIATE WOULD BEGIN SHORTLY BEFORE SENDING 
OF LETTER TO SECURITY COUNCIL. 

4. WITH REGARD TO SC LETTER, NOTES CALL FOR IT TO BE SENT TO 
PRESIDENT OF SECURITY COUNCIL AND THE PRESIDENT OF THE 29TH 
UNGA. LETTER WOULD BE SENT NOT LATER THAN JUNE 20. AT THAT TIME 
THERE WOULD BE A STATEMENT BY THE ROKG MOFA SPOKESMAN 
REITERATING POSITION OF ROKG ON UNC. 

5. REGARDING FRIENDLY RESOLUTION AT 30TH UNGA, NOTES 

CALL FOR REQUEST FOR INCLUSION ON PROVISIONAL AGENDA TO BE 
MADE BEFORE JULY 18. 

6. COMMENTING TENTATIVELY ON POSSIBLE SUBSTANCE OF RESOLUTION, 
FONMIN SAID HE THOUGHT THAT IT MIGHT SAY THAT UNGA WELCOMES 
LETTER TO SECURITY COUNCIL AND URGES THAT PROGRESS BE MADE 
TOWARD BRINGING LETTER'S PROPOSALS INTO EFFECT. FONMIN ALSO 
SUGGESTED THAT RESOLUTION MIGHT CONTAIN PROPOSAL THAT 

BOTH KOREAS BE ADMITTED SIMULTANEOUSLY INTO UN. ON THIS POINT, 
AMBASSADOR NOTED THAT THIS MIGHT LOSE VOTIES OF MANY NEUTRAL 
NATIONS WHO MIGHT BE RELUCTANT TO VOTE FOR SITUATION WHICH 
NORTH KOREA HAS SO STRONGLY OPPOSED. AMBASSADOR SAID, 
NEVERTHELESS, THAT HE WOULD FORWARD THIS SUGGESTION TO 
DEPARTMENT FOR ITS COMMENTS. 

7. WOULD APPRECIATE ANY COMMENTS ADDRESSEES MIGHT 
HAVE ON FONMIN’S DUAL ADMISSION SUGGESTION AS WELL 

AS ANY OTHER VIEWS WHICH WOULD BE USEFUL TO CONVEY TO 
MOFA.
